Self reliance - that quality of 
the American spirit which has 
guided the destiny of the Ameri¬ 
can people since colonial times, 
was again hailed a.s the watch¬ 
word of all people in the “theatre 
of the war,” including the Pacific 
slope, by Bruce McGill, who con¬ 
ducted a meeting of the civilian 
protection control board at Cie 
city hall, Monday evening, 

“If an air raid is in progress, 
and your hou.se is fired by in¬ 
cendiary bomb?, you can't depend 
on the fire department,” stated 
McGill, who has been appointed 
chief air raid warden for Sierra 
Madre, “you will have to know 
what to do for your own pro¬ 
tection, and that of your house¬ 
hold, realizing that our limited 
fire equipment and emergency 
1 crews mu.st be reserved for major 
disasters involving large numbers 
j of people, and for fires along 
[the mountains where the water- 
;shed is threatened.” 

This first cla.ss for the men 
charged with protecting the lives 
of Sierra Madreans in case of air 
raids was conducted on the prem- 
Le that an actual air raid was 
in progress. Ten specific instances 
oi damage from bombs were 
given, and members of the board 
asked to take action as they woilld 
under pressure of a raid 
Fir.^t incident involved the fir¬ 
ing of two houses at Michillinda 
and Manzanita ave., fire out of 
control because incendiary bomb 
had been drenched with a bucket of 
water. No action would be taken 
by the fire or police departments, 
nor the medical or public works 
corps. The air raid warden in that 
sector would assist alone, shutting 
off gas and guiding people to 
temporary shelter.

A general meeting of all local 
physician.^ has been called for 
tonight by Dr. Heagerty so that 
all medical facilities within the 
city may be completely organized.

Meagre Allotment For 
Siej-ra Madre— Dealers 
Are Named Inspectors 

Sierra Madre’s tire rationing 
board No. 71 was organized early 
this week and all local tire deal¬ 
ers sworn in as inspectors last 
night. Thomas W Neale, city 
judge, has been named chairman 
of the board, and his office at 86 
West Sierra Madre bivd., desig¬ 
nated as official headquarters. As¬ 
sisting Mr. Neale on the board 
are FYank Spencer and W. F. 
Maloney. 

Judge Neale said yesterday that 
the only eligible vehicles in Sierra 
Madre will be those operated bv 
the police and fire department, lo¬ 
cal doctors and the Sierra Madre 
Ice Co. Official loitructions desig¬ 
nate ice delivery trucks used ex¬ 
clusively for that purpose as one 
of the vehicles classified as main¬ 
taining the public health. 

Physiclams having two cars in 
their families will be expected to 
use the tires on each car before 
making application for the pur¬ 
chase of others. All other vehicle 
owners, including defense work¬ 
ers, retail grocer.s, and newspaper 
route owners, will have their tiros 
retreaded, for which no applica¬ 
tion will be necessary. 

Sierra Madre’s quota for the 
month of January was set at six 
tires and five tu^s for passenger 
cars; and for trucks, live tires 
and four tubes. 

No new tire or tube, including 
“seconds” still in the possession 
of the seller, may be delivered to 
a purchaser even though full pay¬ 
ment has been made. Every ap¬ 
plication for the purchase of a 
new tire to equip a car garaged 
here, must be made through the 
local board which, however, fia- 
no discretion in extending the list 
of eligible classes.

BY EDISON CO. THIS YEAR 


OPEN VICTORY BOOK CAMPAIGN 
HI’:RE FOR BENEFIT OF ARMY 
CAMPS AND NAVY UNITS 


Do It Today 


The company’s two transmls.slon 
lines, connected by a cross-over 
station midway between Boulder 
Dam and the company’s receiving 
station at Chino, represents double 
certainty of service. 

Boulder Dam power will be 
brought directly Into the metro¬ 
politan industrial area over a new 
34-mile major traa^mlssion line 
now under construction fiwm 
Chino to the company’s LAguna 
Bell substation near Maywood. It 
is scheduled to be finished in 
March. A similar line was com¬ 
pleted several months ago from 
the company’s Barre substation 
near Stanton to its Llghttiipe sub¬ 
station In North Long Beach. A 
major transmission line connects' 
the Barre substation with the 
Chino substation, terminus of the 
Boulder I>am lines. 

ALSO Included In the Edison 
Company’s 1942 coostruction plans 
is a major addition to transform¬ 
er capacity at Edison substations 
and at many factories. The in¬ 
stallation of additional transform¬ 
er capacity at various distribu¬ 
tion substations to meet the elec¬ 
trical needs of smaller industries 
and war-time housing projects 


Reinforced electric power ser¬ 
vice for Southern California war 
activities will be supplied In 1942 
by the Southern California Fkll- 
son Company through new con¬ 
struction and system-wide im- 
|provements which will total ap- 
proxlmaetly $7,500,000, according 
to Harry J. Bauer, president of 
the company. The accelerated war 
program, reflected in virtulilly all 
phases of the company’s opera¬ 
tions, has been met by the plans 
for greater development of power 
resources and service facilitlas for 
the new year. 

The amount of electricity avail¬ 
able for this region’s war mater¬ 
ials indusutry plants and for nor¬ 
mal growth requirements will be 
Increased early this year by the 
addition to the Edison Company’s 
generating facilities of a new unit 
at Boulder Dam. ThLs will be the 
company’s third generator at the 
dam and will add 82,500 kilo¬ 
watts of capacity to Edison’s in¬ 
terconnected hydro-electric and 
steam-electric generating system. 

'This added power will be 
brought to Southern California 
over the EJdison Company’s sec¬ 
ond 233-mlle major transmission 
line from Boulder Dam which

Our local director is Miss 
Lulu Moore, librarian of the Seir- 
ra Madre Ihjblic Library. Through 
her and the SIERRA MADRE 
NEWS tilts appeal is made to all 
local service organizations and to 
all citizens to share in this cam¬ 
paign— to their utmost - and 
without delay: TO GIVE GOOD 
BOOKS!
